All references cited should be listed in the List of References at the end of the last 
chapter. List the references alphabetically. If more than one published materials by the 
same author are cited, these materials should be listed chronologically. 


Writing Style for Authors’ Names in the List of References 
Generally authors’ names are listed using surname followed by their initials. 


Example:
